With the issue we begin a new year’s work, and at this 
time desire to thank our friends who have stood buy us so 
nobly during the first year of our existence, which in, the 
newspaper business is usually the hardest year. 

With the beginning of our second year’s work we wish to 
state that we are for Menlo Park and for everything that will 
he of benefit to her. We are against anything that will work 
harm to our little city, and will use our utmost endeavors to 
build up the city in every way possible. To do this we must 
have your co-operation and aid. 

That was the Recorper’s creed at the time of its first birthday. 
This week, upon the occasion of its 30th birthday, the creed | 
could be stated in the same words: “We are for Menlo Park.. "| 

But since our anniversary happily coincides with nationwide 
observance of National Newspaper Week, Oct. 1 through 8, it is 
fitting we should go beyond that simple statement and ask why 
we are here—why we began,and why we are still going. 

The reason is embodied in the Newspaper Week slogan: 

“An informed press means an informed people.” 

The people of the United States must be well informed if this 
nation is to remain free. Our country is founded on the theory 
that the majority of the people, if fully informed, will make the 
right decisions—better than anyone in authority can make alone. 

To make those right decisions the people must know the facts, 
and is was for that reason that freedom of the press was written 
into the Constitution. 


Does it sound vain, puffed up and conceited to raise our little 
newspaper—with horizons limited to an area of some 50. square 
miles—to the level of a Constitutional guarantee? 

We do not mean it that way. 

Democracy begins in your own back yard. If one small corner 
of this nation should suffer the loss of a little freedom, the free- 
dom of the nation is reduced that much. 

Every local election—be it for a seat on one of the school 
boards, for a bond issue, for a position on the city council—is as 
great a test of our local freedom as a national election for Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

It is our aim to present all the facts about this home area— 
to present those facts undistorted in our news columns, without 
tear or favor. 


Confronted with the most accurate facts we can assemble, you 
are the ones who must make the right decisions. 

This area is ours. We love it as you do; we live in it as you 
do; and we can pay more detailed attention to it than” any other 
source of public information, because it is our only interest. 

From the pages of that miracle of science and industry, your 
metropolitan daily newspaper, with more printed words than the 
average novel, you will learn of events on the state, national and 
world level. 

It takes hundreds of men and split-second timing to bring you 
that newspaper, packed with facts only a few hours old. 

It is something of a miracle, too, albeit on a smaller scale, that 
brings you this local newspaper each week. With less than a tenth 
of the average big-daily staff, we find our once-a-week timing 
almost as strict as the schedule of the big fellows. 

But we enjoy the job. That is why we do it, and with support 
and encouragement such as this newspaper has received in the 
‘ast 30 years, we will keep on doing it. 


There are 10,000 other weekly newspapers in this country. 
Ten thousand persons in the Stanford football stadium is a small 
crowd, but they can make a lot of noise. 

We 10,000 small newspapers, too, can make a lot of noise. 
We don't all say the same things, because we are individuals with 
different ideas and attitudes. You will hear no unifoem cheer 
irom all those voices, because too many will disagree. 

But the very confusion of those voices is your assurance of a 
free press. 

In our own corner of democracy we pledge that we will con- 
tinue to print the facts as we can find them, to comment on them 
<ditorially as we see them, and to publish your letters of disagree- 
ment on any tapic, because that disagreement in itself is the 
guarantee of that which makes it worthwhile to live and publish 
2 newspaper here: freedom. 

Too many nations have lost it, and always the first symptom 
of its passing is throttling of the right to speak and print what 
one wishes. 

As our small part we promise that won't happen here.

Your City’s: Business: 


Who Cares 
About

Last week IJ was in a meeting 
with a group of San Mateo county 
residents, several of them public 
officials. I mentioned that my pro- 
perty taxes were going to be up 
another 1742 per cent this year 
and that this constantly increas- 
ing burden on home ownership is 
a matter of serious concern. | 

Fn the discussion that ensued, 
some oi them agreed with me. | 
Several cited situations in | 
which they felt taxpayers were 
not getting their money’s worth, | 
but these were superficial ob- | 


servations which did not ap- 
proach the heart of the pro- 
blem. 


Finally one of those present (he 
was a businessman, not a city of- 
ficial) remarked that he had not 
heard many people particularly 
excited about their tax bills and 
believed that there would be no 
real demand for lower taxes until 
times got tough and people be- 
came unable to continue their 
mortgage and tax payments. 

No one attempted to refute this 
assertion and’ the discussion turn- 
ed to other subjects. 

It did make me wonder, how- 
ever, if I have the wrong slant 
on the subject, and if the policy | 
of the City of Menlo Park of 
working toward tax rate reduc- 
tions has been wrong. 


Perhaps we should have at least 
maintained our tax rate and con- 


structed public improvements 
with the additional revenue. A li-! 
brary building, a community 


meeting building, underpasses, off 


| street parking, additional parks; 


these are some of the directions) 
in which money could have been | 
spent for public improvements. 

Instead, we have taken the 
course of operating on as econom- | 
ical a basis as possible. In 1944 
our city tax rate was $1.00 and the 
street lighting district tax was 
$0.2559, a total of just under 
$1.26. 


In 1948 the city rate was only 
$1.25, despite the fact that the ci- 
ty had withdrawn from the light- 
ing district and was paying for 
street lights from the general city 
budget, had sold a bond issue to 
acquire the recreation and civic 
center property, and had estab- 
lished a retirement system for 
city employees. 

The next year we cut our tax 
rate by seven cents to $1.18. 
Then to $1.15 in 1950 and to 
$1.12 in 1951. In 1952 the 50 per 
cent increase in basis of assess- 
ed valuation came and we cut to 
74 cents, more than compensat- 
ing for the valuation increase. 
This year we cut another penny 

to 73 cents. 


In 1944 the total tax rate (city, 
county and special districts) was 
$4.21. Now, despite the 50 per 
cent increase in basis of assessed 
valuation, the total rate is $6.85. 
In 1944, 30 cents of each Baten, 

| 


tax dollar collected in Menlo Park 
went to the city. This year it is 
less than 11 cents. 


If the city had increased its tax! 
rate in the same proportion as the 
average of other taxing bodies, its 
rate would now be $2.18 instead 
of 73 cents! If nobody eares, we’ve 
certainly missed an opportunity 
to collect a lot more tax dollars, 
an additional $300,000 this year 
alone! 


But I’ve a sneaking suspicion 
somebody does care.

HISTORY 


_There’s a wealth of history in 
the publication. News which took 
months to be brought across the 
Atlantic. Word that Indians— 
right near Boston, in those days— 
were being suppressed. A speech 
by England’s king. 

And with it, the humor which 
distinguished Ben Franklin as a 
sage to live in history. 

The copy. of the paper has been 
in the Burley family since about 
1873. Burley’s great-grandfather 
got the heirloom as a “token of 
gratitude.” 

James Franklin of Boston 
was the original publisher. But 
his little brother Benjamin ap- 
parently wrote most of the issue 
of the paper of which Burley 
owns a copy. It is dated Mon- 
day, Feb. 4, 1723, and occupies 
two sides of a single sheet of 
812-by-11 inch paper. 

According to the historical rec- 
ord Benjamin, after “sneaking” 
copy into the early isues by leav- 
ing notes under the door at night, 
found himself the publisher when 
his brother ran afoul of the colo- 
nial authorities. Or, as the editor 
himself puts it: 

AFOUL OF LAW 

“The late publisher of this pa- 
per, finding so many inconven- 
iences would arise by his carry- 
ing’ the manuscripts and publick 
news to be supervis’d by the Sec- 
retary as to render his carrying 
it on unprofitable, has entirely 
dropt the undertaking. The pres- 
ent publisher having receiv’d the

30 Years Ago: 


Hope of City Incorporation Spurred Start of Recorder in 1923 


There is a saying that “when 
two Englishmen meet in any part 
of the world they form a club; 
when two Greeks meet they open 
a restaurant, and when two Amer- 
icans meet they start a newspa- 
per.” 

The axiom does not exactly fit 
the founding of the Menlo Park 
Recorder; however, it comes fair- 
ly close when one considers that 
the establishment of a newspaper 
here was the direct result of an 
effort to incorporate the city. 

That was in 1923. The incorpo- 
ration didn’t come off at that time 
as planned, but the newspaper 
continued to be published until 
the city’s incorporation took place 
in 1927 and has been published 
ever since. 

Direct “parent” of the Recorder | 
was the Mayfield News, a weekly |

Learning of the campaign for 
incorporation being staged by 
the Menlo Park Improvement 
association in 1923, Nichols de- 
cided to establish a second 
paper in Menlo Park, with 
presswork and typesetting to be 
done in Mayfield. 

The Recorder first appeared 
early in October, 1923. 


Plans for establishment of city 
government “fell through” and 
were not renewed until 1927; 
however, the Recorder had been 
and continued in 
| print. 

BOTH PAPERS SOLD 

It remained under Nichols’ 
ownership for only a few months. 
In December; both papers were 
| purchased by a partnership com- 
|posed of L. E. Harris and Stella 
Ely. ' : 

Harris was named editor of the 
Menlo Park paper, with Miss Ely 
listed as associate editor. Mean- 
while, she was also editor of the 
Mayfield News. — 

The partnership continued until 
1926 when, in January, it was 
dissolved. Harris retained ‘man- 
agement of the Recorder. 

Typesetting and printing of the 
paper continued to be done in the 
Mayfield News plant until 1929, 
when the ‘“Recorder’s’” original 
| office facing the 500 block of 
Oak Grove avenue was relin- 


facing the west side of the 1100 
block of E] Camino Real. 


With formal establishment of 
the city of Menlo Park in 1927, 
the towns’ newspaper, the Menlo 
Park Recorder, was enabled to 
turn some of its attention to po- 
litical affairs. 

Though the community was, 
during the early ’30’s, a small one 
—it had a population of 2254 in 
1930—the political scene was ap- 
parently somewhat more turbu- 
lent than it is today. 

This was reflected in the case 
of the newspaper, in “spcial”: edi- 
tions prior to some of the elec- 
tions, the “specials” taking the 
form of a single sheet of paper 
devoted to campaigning. 
TWO-PAPER TOWN 
For a time, Menlo Park was a 
Wo newspaper” town. 

In 1941 the Menlo Perk Gazette, 
operated by Joseph Willis, was 
declared a legal publication. 

The two papers were editorially 
“at odds” much of the time, tak- 
ing opposing sides in election 
campaigns and other issues. 

The “Gazette” operated from 
offices at 575 Santa Cruz avenue. 
NEW PUBLISHERS 

Meanwhile, the Recorder had 
been operated from its own plant

to two brothers, Duane S. Lough- 
lin and Willard C. Loughlin. 

In May, 1945, Duane Loughlin 
bought his brothers’ share and 
becaine sole editor and publisher. ° 

A few weeks later, Menlo 
Park’s two-newspaper era came to 
an end when Loughlin also 
bought out the Gazette on June 1, 
1945. 

Following World War II, the 
rapid growth of the community 
was reflected in demands for 
more facilities for the paper and 
its job printing establishment. 

By 1948 it was apparent that 
a new press was required to 
handle printing of the news- 
paper. 

For years the job had been 
done on an antique Huber-Hodges 
cylinder press. This was a hand- 
fed operation, requiring the press- 
man to stand high on a platform 
and feed large sheets of paper 
one at a time into the machine. 

In seeking a more modern 
method, Loughlin turned to off- 
set printing, just then coming 
into vogue for newspaper re- 
production. 

He secured a Rutherford High- 
Speed offset press, which was an 
improvement to the extent that 
the sheets were fed automatically,

Use of the process was:still so 
new to newspaper work that the 
Recorder at this time gained na- 
tionwide fame in _ journalistic 
circles through an article on the 
offset process as adapted here in 
the trade journal, ditor ‘& Pub- 
lisher. 

In January, 1949, the paper 
again changed hands, coming 
under the present ownership of 

Burley Publications, Inc., a 
Menlo Park owned corporation. 
With launching of the paper’s 
shopping supplement, the Buy 
Word, in December of 1949, the 
offset printing equipment was 
strained far beyond capacity to 
turn out the supplement’s addi- 
tional copies then. 

NEW QUARTERS 

Efforts to find new and larger 
quarters capable of housing more 
efficient machinery culminated 
with groundbreaking ceremonies 
for the new plant at 640 Roble 


avenue on August 28, 1950.

In January of this year, the 
newspaper moved into its new 
location and in February began 
publishing on the newly acquir- 
ed Duplex newspaper press.

Heart, with mother house in 
Los Angeles, already serve as 
instructors in South San Fran- 
cisco and San Mateo parochial 
schools. 

“The sisters enjoy a most envia- 
ble reputation in parochial school 
work, and their college in Holly- 
wood is fifth in scholastic rating 
among the Catholic colleges of the 
United States,’ the Monsignor 
continued.

Both Bogue and Kent have at- 
tended night school courses to 
the extent that they are now 
“semi-pros” in several of the 
building trades, and with pooled 
\labor from both families, con- 
struction costs have made it pos- 
sible for them to construct a 
swimming pool, a block-long con- 
crete ramp for the younger chil- 
dren to operate their wheeled ve- 
hicles upon, and many other ad- 
vantages. 

Housework, too, is cut to a frac- 
tion of its former total, two-family 
time, the article says, and cooking 
arrangements are _ simplified 
through the eating of many com- 
bined meals during the week.
